methods in 1908. 


ii. There are adult leaders eager to do their best by way 
of their examples and earnestness to help the youngsters learn 
the game of Scouting and benefit themselves, The Movement 
however needs more of these selfless workers to come out of 
their shells, help more youngsters and feel the resultant

‘Please’ note, blood donors would not be asked to give the blood 
‘forthwith as‘and when they get “registered The name,’ age, 
address etc., would be’ taken first, at a later’ date groups of 
these volunteers ‘would be classificd into the various blood 
groups and ata still later peri:d the blood’would be collected. 
With all these stages involved in this matter it need not be —

AN APPEAL 


It is needless to draw your attention to the fact that 
bloed isa vital fluid which sustains life. Lack of this vital 
fluid reduces the vitality of man and when an appreciable 
quantity of it is lost, life may beimpossible. Blood can help 
man under such ciscumstances.

Lives could be 
saved through blood transfusion during accidents and acci- 
dents are very common these days with the increase in traffic 
and also in the increase in heavy indusiries. 


All this means blood should beavailable in sufficient 
quantities at all times to meet any emergency so that lives 
could be saved from extinction.

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It is needless *o go into the technical details about blood 
Suffice it to say that there are four different groups of blood 
and one group cannot be given to another. It again means 
that there should be enough stock of blood in each group so 
that any emergency could be tackled promptly than waste 


time in searching for suitable donors. 


Unfortunately, man has not been able to prepare blood 
outside his body. It is human body alone that has the pri- 
vileze of preparing this vital fluid. _Unfertunately again, 
animal blood cannot be tran.fused to human beings. How 


then can we meet such emergencies? It goes without saying 


-that somebody who canspare blood from his pga should 


spare it to save another life which is in danger. 


Who should Donate Blood- 


Any normal healthy individual without distinction of sex, 
between the ages-of 18 -and 45 years enjoys the privilege of 
donating blood. 


Experiments have proved beyond doubt that blood dona- 
tion is painless and harmless. In some instances, it has been 
found that some individuals have gained weight after dona- 
ting blood. There are persons, who have donated blood 
as many as 70.80 times. Rev. Upham of Madras for instance 


has donated blood 73 times and hopes to donate many more 
times again. There are many more like Rev. Upham 
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who have donated their blood several times to save many 
lives..
